New York wouldn't be 
New York without them. 


Obviously there is a group of 


people with spare time on their 
hands. Let them put it to a belter 
advantage than trying to standard- 
ize the speech of a nation. 
Standardization of accent has be- 


come an Issue with wide-spread use 
of the radio and the talking motion 
picture—but not even the daily pres- 
ence of these mechanical miracles will 
make America speak with one accent. 


For the people of one section hear 


another's accent for only a relatively 
short time, on the radio or in the 
theater; 
a nation's accents aren't 


learned through the >irts—but in daily 
conversation, in the home, the school, 
and the market place.

International Committee on 


American 'Speech will have no more 
luck in standardizing the vociil lan- 
guage than similar efforts to stand- 
ardize the written language. 


The English and Americans use a 


flexible and changing speech, quite 
opposite from the practice 
of 
the 


French, whose Academy must formal- 
ly adopt every new word before any 
writer of standing would think of us- 
ing it. 


In England and America the people 


and their newspapers arc daily alter- 
ing the language with new words. 
English is therefore n virile and ex- 
pressive speech, close to the hearts of 
the people. Not so elegant as the 
French—but its very nature expressive 
of a democratic, self-governing peo-

Earlier a 
spokesman for the Japanese Foreign 
Office said: "Our statement has been 
made. Let others read it us they will."

Newspapers viewed the development 
in the Orient as ominous. 


Japan was accused by Chi Tsai-Hu, 


Chinese minister to Switzerland, of 
violating the nine-power treaty with 
regard to China's independence. Chi- 
nese consul general at Ottawa gave 
out nn official comment from his gov- 
ernment on the Japanese note which 
said, "Genuine and lasting peace be- 
tween the two countries should be 
built upon foundations of good will 
and mutual understanding."

County Judges Association Wednes- 
day decided to send a committe to 
Washington to appeal personally to 
President Roosevelt for "relief where 
relief is needed" in Arkansas, after 
they had been curtly rebuked by W. 
R. Dyess, state relief administrator, 
who charged them with "ingratitude" 
and "playing politics." 


Members of the association, in a 


meeting here, adopted a resolution 
criticizing the government's rehabili- 
tation program as "impractical," and 
setting forth the legal and financial 
inability of the counties to care for 
the "government-made paupers" turn- 
ed over to them 
by the 
Federal 


Emergency Relief Administration. 


The judges scoffed at the suggestion 


of Mrs. Gertrude S. Gates, deputy 
stale administrator in charge of social 
service, that the counties vote a 20- 
mill tax on property to take care of 
relief neds. When they pointed out 
that this would be legally impossible, 
Mrs. Gates suggested that the tax be 
made a voluntary one. 


"Can you imagine," the judges iisk- 


ed one another, "an Arkansas taxpay- 
er paying n voluntary tax for any- 


he can't pay his legal 
thing, when 
taxes?" 


The decision to send a committee to 


Washington was made after Admin- 
istrator Dyess told them he could do 
nothing in Arkansas except follow the 
program set up in Washington. Later 
he amplified this statement with a 
sharp reply to their criticisms of the 
government's program. 


Among the judges who openly and 


bluntly accused the government of 
"making paupers out of poor people 
and then turning them over to us to 
take care of" were: Charles Mitchell 
of Poinsett county, president of the

Act 78 Still May 
Reach Referendum 


Attorney General Rules 


Amended Ballot Title 


Is Acceptable 


LITTLE ROCK. — Attorney General 


Hal L. Norwood held Wednesday that 
a defective ballot title to a referen- 
dum petition should not be permit- 
ted to defeat the proposed referendum 
and advised the secretary of state to 
accept substitute titles as often as 
those submittc by sponsors of refer- 
endum petitions are held insufficient. 


The opinion was issued after Secre- 


tary of State Ed F. McDonald submit- 
ted to the attorney general « substi- 
tute ballot title to petitions to refer 
Act 78 of 1933 and asked for a ruling 
as to whether he should accept the 
amended title, which was 
filed 
by 


sponsors of the referendum move- 
ment Wednesday. 


The amended title was filed because 


the Supreme Court held by a four-to- 
three vote April 9 that the ballot title 
submitted last June, when the peti- 
tions bearing approximately 25,000 sig- 
natures were filed, is misleading, col- 
ored and partisan. 


Two dissenting opinions have been 


written since the majority decision 
was handed down. Both expressed 
belief of the three dissenting judges 
that if petitioners are not allowed to 
amend the ballot title, the effective- 
ness of the initiative and referendum 
amendment will be destroyed. 


A motion for a hearing of the case 


was filed Tuesday and will be present- 
ed to the court Monday. 


The secretary of state said he would 


follow the advice of the attorney gen- 
eral and will place the Act 78 refer- 
endum question on the ballot at the 
general election in November, unless 
he is restrained by additional court 
action. 


It'was not clear Wednesday wheth- 


er the new question, the right of pe- 
titioners to file a substitute ballot 
title, can be disposed of \n connection 
with the motion for a rehearing, or 
whether it will be necessary for oppo- 
nents of the referendum to file a new 
suit against the secretary of state.

Officers were asked of a 
possible gin war or a motive which 
led to the firing of the gin, but no , 
information touching on this point • 
was learned.

In his confession Crawford said that 
• 


he did not know of plans to bum 
the gin ;mtil the tnp to Banks had 
started, saying that he was merely 
hired as a driver. 


Crowford's Confession 


Crawford said in his confession: 
"The night the gin burned I had 


been to Texarkana. I came back to 
Hope about midnight. At a cafe I met 
Charles Crosnoe. He asked if I had 
seen Jesse Hutson. I told him no, 
that I had been to Texarkana. HG 
said Hutson was looking for me. 


"Later in the night I found Hutson. 


They asked me to drive them on a 
trip. First, we went to gasoline sta- 
tion and bought a can of kersene. 
Then we started after the negro. We 
found him near the armory building, 
South Walnut street. 


"We headed north on the Emmet 


highway. Near Emmet I asked Hut- 
son where we were going. Hutson 
said we are going to burn a gin. We 
reached the gin about 3 or 4 o'clock in 
the morning. As we approached I 
slowed down and the negro took the 
kerosene from the rear of the car ancl 
headed for the em' I drove about a 
mile down the road and then started 
back. 


"As I approached the gin again I 


saw the negro standing in the road. 
We picked him up and Hutson said: 
You had better drive like hell.' We 
got back into Hope that morning about 
5 o'clock. A few days later Hutson 
came to me and gave me 510 for the

Congress Finishes 


Big Revenue Bill 


Agreement R e a c h e d by 


House and Senate on 


Financial Measure 


conferees on the revenue bill ended 
nine hours work Wednesday night by 
accepting 
virtually 
every 
major 


change In the house bill made by the 
senate and winding up with a meas- 
ure which experts 
figured 
would 


bring in $417,000,000 more money. 


The agreement was complete ex- 


cept for the senate amendment adding 
10 per cent to all Individual tax re- 
turns next year. This wil be taken 
back to the house for a separate vote. 
The house also will act first on the 
conference report. 


Few compromises were agreed to 


by the senate conferees and Republi- 
can members of both groups emerged 
with long faces. Senator Reed, Re- 
publican, Pennsylvania said: 


"Everybody is satisfied but the tax- 
payer." 


Representatives Treadway, Republi- 


can, Massachusetts, and Bacharach. 
Republican, New Jersey, said they 
would not sign the conference report. 


The senate group did agree to a re- 


duction in the lower brackets of their 
surtax schedule and a compromise on 
easned income credit, but won liberal 
compromises on consolidated returns 
and inome tax return publiity. They 
also won approval of their 
capital 


stock and excess profits tax estimated 
to raise $95,000,000 and their higher 
estate taxes. 


Oil Tax Modified 


The Philippine coconut oil tax was 


modified to make the levy three cents j 
a pound on imports from the Phil- 
ippines and five cents on the oil from 
other countries. The house had pro- 
vided a five-cent tax from all coun- 
tries and the senate three cents. The 1 
senate provision returning all revenue 
from the Philippine leay to the island 
treasury was retained.

President Roosevelt had opposed a 


tax of any kind on the Philippines on 
the ground it would conflict with 
promises in, the independent act, but 
Senator Harrison, Democrat, Missis-' 
sippi, head of the senate conferees, in- j 
dicated some other remedy.

House leaders had indi- [ 
cated opposition to such a levy un- 
less the president said the added rev- ( 
enue was needed, but the president [ 
was said to have put this entirely up 
to congress. 


The 10 per cent credit allowed tax-

Planned for Fair 


Governor's Group Expect- 


ed to Take Action 


Monday 


LITTLE ROCK.—Sentiment relative 


to an Arkansas exhibit at the A Cen- 
tury of Progress International Expo- 
sition has materially 
changed 
this 


year from that of last, and formal 
application for 1934 exhibit space is 
expected to be made following a meet- 
ing of industrial interests in Little 
Rock next Monday. 


A meeting attended by about 25 


business men, and presided over by 
Gov. J. M. Futrell, was held on Tues- 
day, and the decision was unanimous 
that Arkansas should have a compre- 
hensive exhibit this year. In order to 
have 
all interests represented, and 


pledge sfor a sum sufficient to assem- 
ble and maintain the exhibit made, 
the Monday meeting was suggested by 
Governor Futrell.

The meeting Tuesday was addressed 


by Col. H. F. Miller, one of the of- 
' ficials of the A Century of Progress 
exposition, who expla neid that 
9 


exposition, who explained that space 
was in much greater demand in 1934 
than in 1933, and that where 15,000,000 
people attend the State exhibits last 
year, 25,000,000 is expected in 1934. He 
related how the Midway had been 
moved to the lake front, putting the 
States group building between it and 
the mainland, and passing back and 


forth, every fair visitor must come in 
contact with the State exhibit. Col. 
Miller stated that every state exhibit 
bad been criticized by the home folks, 
but that none had received more fav- 
orable publicity from the press at 
large than the Arkansas display. When 
he had concluded his remarks. Col. 
Miller was handed a telegram from 
Chicago, informing him that the Ark-
